The revenves the Treasury Depattient
not only keep up welt 1o the old  averaee, but,
under our increasinely efficient revenue svstom,
are yielding with growing liberality. The nue
tional income from gxcesses now averages about
cight mitlions a week; and from customws dutics,
trom three aud @ halt to tour milhon dollars, in
eoin, & week. By reducing the customs revenue
to currency on the vasis of gold at 1474, we have
a grand weekly average income, equivalent to
about thirteen and o halt millions, in lewinl
money, which not only enubled  Secretary
MeCulloch to “puay us e goes,” but to make n
wholezome and mspiring redaction of arrears
uges, while alio contitbuting materislly 1o
facilitate the tonding process, the necessury
preliminary to a resumption ol specie peyments,
and to the final Hguidation of our nutional in-
debtednesss, consummations which evervbody
devoutly wishes tor, At present, the actual
working expenses of the Government exunot be
much over five millions n week, which would
leave,out ofthe current weekly revenue,a murgin
ol over elght mitlions in lawril money to be ap-
plied to the payment of such portions of the
public debt as are presently redeemupble at the
option of the Treasary Department, A surplus
of eight millions & week trom the nations] in-
come would atdord the menns to rid us of the
whole of our indebteduess long  before the cen-
teninl anniversary of the navion’s birthday, if
our bondholding creditors dhould sce tt to pre-
sent their clatms for prematore adiustment, We
do mot ot conrse anticipute that the public
revenues will, a8 at present, uniformly excecd
the public expenditures by equal to more than
cipht millions & week:; but we Have no good
reason to doabt that the uational iucome will
continue sufliciently libetal to cover all the
working expenses of the Government and to
wdeguately provide for the redemption ou
maturity of the fbuded and fundable obligations
of the national Treasgary, And that to preparve
the way for the attainwent of such desirnnle
ends 1y thie tixed purpore ol President Johnson's
admimistration and the undeévistiag aim  of
Secretary MeCulloch, we have the best nuthority
for atlirnuing,

Such was the platform on which Avdrew Jolin-
«on deliberately planted himeeil, when g candi-
date for Viee-President. They are not words ol
haste and passion, evoked by President Lin
coln’s cruel murder, but were his dohiberate,
mitured convictions. Over and again was their
substance reiterated by Mr. John.on in conver-
#ation, in letters, and in speeches.  And, in his
conversation (revised by himself before 1t was
minted) with tGeoree L. SBlewrns, (October 8,
1806) he said—

“The power of those persons who mads the at
tempt At reveihon bas been crushed, and now we
Wittt to resonstruet the State Governmonts, and
have the powir to do it. The State mstitutions are
rontrnted, lald ont on the ground, sud the. mus
o taken up ana undapted to the progiess of evenis;
this cannot be done 1n a moment. Wo are macing
very mpid progress  so mapid  that I sometimes ocnn
not realize it It appears like 8 dream,

YW must nok be o too mueh of n hurry. It s bet
tor to let them regonstrnet themse ves than lorce
thom to it; for, iI' they go wrony. the power Ix
our hands, and we can check thom in aoy stago to
the end, and obligs them to corroct their orrors "'

emwphatically, Aud the Congress that he con-
stuntly retorred to as entitled 1o review and
revize his aclion fn the premises wos o Congroess:
representatioge loyval States and loyal men,

n full and clear accordance with Mr. John-
gson’s cnrlior and bettar sugeestions, Congross,
ftits late gession, gave (o this subject the caretul
considerntion demanded by it3 ymportanece, aod
at s, by tn overwhelming majorny, proposed

—The Legislature of Tennessee having ratified
ihis amendment, her representatives elect were
forthwith admitted to seats in either Hou-e, they
taking the required oath that they have never
voluntarily mided the Kebellion., And every
other ex-Rebel State may come in on the same
terms.

—What means, then, this concerted claomor
that Congress denies the right of representation
und refuses to admit loynl mep to seats? What
can it mean but Irand and deception? Mr,
Johnson exactled terms of every State lately in
revolt befors relieving it of mlitary ruale, anrd
allowing it to be governed by men of its own
choice. Congress docs exactly the same. The
conditions dilier, but the principte luvolved 18
identical, The President spplics one test of
loyalty, Congress another; and suraly the right
ol Congress to exact conditions 18 at least egual
to that of tbhe President, The Copperheads,
who never admitted the right to exact condi-
tions at all, are consigtent in repudiabng them
now: but they who sustained the President in
fies requirements are preciuded irom objecling
to those of the legwlative power, Havipg
resolved to betray and desert the Republicay-
Union party, they must devise pretexts for so
doing: but these nowise excuse their treachery,
and will not deceive the people,

wo use the langua.e of Philhips, “lo tdnd soine
meusure it and eifigtent to serve thelr purpose
—ihe deposition ¢f the perjured aud usarpiog
trattor,” This s the language nsed against the
Chiet Magistrate of the nation, who his the
nrmness to stand by the Constitution in this
tryiug hour of the nation. The Pulindelphis
Couventlon and the South form, however, the
burden o1 boih these manitestoes, Buatler endes-
vors ta show that the Convention amounls to
nutlnur. vet in his very argument he proves it
